More than 100 people gath¬ 
ered in Northampton town 
centre on at 11am on Tuesday 
for an Armistice Day serv¬ 
ice to remember those who 
have died defending Britain 
since the outbreak of the First 
World War. 

Marking 100 years since the 
start of World War One, the 
short but poignant ceremo¬ 
ny in the Garden of Remem¬ 
brance, outside All Saints 
Church, included a poetry 
reading by pupils from Castle 
Academy. 

Father David McConkey 
gave the service and led those 
gathered in prayers and two 
minutes of silence, following 
the playing of the Last Post. 

Among the many people 
attending the ceremony were 
the Mayor of Northampton 
John Caswell, the Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant David Laing, coun¬ 
cillors and members of the 


Armed Forces, as well as the 
Castle Academy pupils. 

People across the town also 
joined the commemorations 
with many offices, schools 
and factories observing the 
two minutes’ silence. 

Thousands also took part 
in wreath-laying ceremonies 
and church services around 
Northamptonshire on Re¬ 
membrance Sunday. 

With it being the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the outbreak of 
the First World War, it was 
a particularly poignant few 
days, mirrored in this year’s 
annual poppy appeal. 

Chairman of the North¬ 
ampton branch of the Royal 
British Legion, Phil York, said: 
“The amount of notes people 
have been putting in our col¬ 
lection tins this year has been 
fantastic,” he said.

proved innocent University of Northampton student Myles Litchmore-Dun- 
bar has been acquitted of the murder of Tyrrell Matthews-Burton. 


A student who was this week 
acquitted of murdering a 
fellow holidaymaker in Crete 
says there can be no winners 
from the 16-month jail ‘heir he 
has had to endure. 

Myles Litchmore-Dunbar was 
arrested hours after a 30-man 
bar brawl took place outside a 
late-night club in Malia on July 
23 last year. 

The University of North¬ 
ampton economics student 
was questioned and charged 
with the murder of East Lon¬ 
doner Tyrrell Matthews, who 
had been stabbed twice dur¬ 
ing a skirmish. 

But despite little evidence 
linking him to the murder 
- except the testimony of a 
single witness - 20-year-old 
Myles was kept in jail in Ath¬ 
ens for 16 months while he 
awaited trial. 

Last Monday, however, his 
ordeal came to an end when a 
mixed jury court in Lassithi, 
Crete, found him not guilty of 
the crime. 

Following his acquittal he 
released a statement, which 
read: “The past 16 months 
have been a horrific experi¬ 
ence for me which will live 
with me for the rest of my life. 

“Today there have been no 
winners, only confirmation 
that I was not involved in the 
death of Tyrell, neither did I 
buy or possess a knife.” 

He added: “I would like to 
thank my family and friends 
for their continued support 
and belief in me.” 

Speaking to the Chroni¬ 
cle & Echo, his father, Chris 
Dunbar, said the family could 
now start to rebuild their lives: 
“There were many times when 


I thought my son wasn’t going 
to come home. I haven’t slept 
for 16 months, I would wake up 
every night thinking about the 
case.” 

Mr Dunbar, aged 50, of 
Lewisham, London, peti¬ 
tioned the British Govern¬ 
ment to intervene in the case 
as the skirmish involved 19 
British nationals. He also felt 
his son should have been tried 
in the UK, but both requests 
were never met. 

Shortly before his son’s 
trial began on October 17, Mr 


Dunbar’s frustration was fur¬ 
ther compounded when Brit¬ 
ish police officers were flown 
over to Thailand to assist the 
investigation into the brutal 
murder of two young British 
tourists. Hannah Witheridge 
and David Miller. 

“As soon as the incident in 
Thailand happened, [David] 
Cameron sent police there in 
a matter of days,” he said. “But 
this involved 19 Brits and yet 
they did not intervene. The 
whole thing was demoralis¬ 
ing.” 


‘Principled Myles was no killer’, says mum 


THE mother of Myles Litch¬ 
more-Dunbar said she never 
doubted her son’s innocence 
throughout the 16-month 
‘nightmare’, which followed 
his arrest on July 24,2013. 

Carole Litchmore, aged 50, 
who moved to Greece so she 
could be nearer her incar¬ 
cerated son, told ITV’s Good 
Morning Britain that her 
Christian faith had helped 
her family through the dark¬ 
er times. 

Speaking after the acquit¬ 
tal, she said: “We are so re¬ 
lieved. 

“We had 16 months of the 
worst ordeal any family, bar 
death, could experience. 

“It has been an absolute 
nightmare. 

“Thanks be to God and eve¬ 
rybody who helped us. 

“I feel like someone who 



hasjustwonamillionpounds.” 

But Ms Litchmore said she 
never doubted her son’s inno¬ 
cence. 

“I worried for my Myles,” 
she said. 

“But I knew my son was 
innocent because that’s how 
we brought him up. My son is 


principled. 

“We needed to work and we 
needed to pray, but thank the 
Lord.” 

Ms Litchmore said her 
thoughts were also with the 
family of Tyrell Matthews 
Burton, who were this week 
no closer to finding out who 
killed their 19-year-old son. 

The teenager was with 
friends on his first holiday 
away from home when he was 
killed. 

“I’m very concerned that 
they don’t know,” Ms Litch¬ 
more said. 

“My son tried to stop that 
fight but he became the per¬ 
son charged with the murder. 

“We wanted the British po¬ 
lice to be involved in the inves¬ 
tigation, but they didn’t. 

“That family now still 
doesn’t know who has done it.”

Frustrations grow 
over station delay 


The leader of the borough 
council and two members of 
the Northampton Rail Users’ 
group have expressed their 
frustrations at the delay in 
the opening of the town’s new 
railway station. 

In September, London Mid¬ 
land announced that North¬ 
ampton Castle Station would 
open on October 6. But, two 
weeks later, Network Rail re¬ 
vealed passengers would have 
to wait another month for the 
station to open, due to “un¬ 
foreseen contractual issues”. 

This week, a Network Rail 
spokesman said the open¬ 
ing of the station would be 
announced “as soon as pos¬ 
sible”, but could not give an 
exact date. 


Sally Keeble, who is the 
president of the Northampton 
Rail Users’ Group, said the sit¬ 
uation was a “disgrace”. 

She said: “The opening of 
the new station to passengers 
has been shrouded in secrecy. 

“If this is being held back 
by a dispute between agencies 
then they should have sorted 
that out previously. 

“There is no reason the 
public should be inconven¬ 
ienced.” 

Brian Binley, Conservative 
MP for Northampton South 
and the rail users’ group chair¬ 
man, said he understood the 
delay was due to a problem 
with the power supply. 

He said: “If it is a problem 
with a power supplier then I 
am more than happy to talk to 


the power company. 

“Network Rail would be 
well advised to say what the 
reasons are for the delay. They 
need to realise how important 
this station is to the town. 

“It is frustrating for pas¬ 
sengers to see the new station 
looking like it is built, but they 
are unable to use it.” 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, said: “The 
new railway station will be a 
great asset for Northampton, 
so of course it is very frustrat¬ 
ing that the opening has been 
delayed. 

“We are doing all we can to 
help the train operator and 
Network Rail, and are push¬ 
ing for a quick resolution,” he 
added.

Poll has Labour win in 
Northampton North 


Labour would take the North¬ 
ampton North seat from the 
Conservatives if the election 
were held tomorrow, accord¬ 
ing to a poll led by Tory peer, 
Lord Ashcroft. 

Between October 2-27, a total 
of 1,000 constituents were in¬ 
terviewed in the Northampton 
North area and asked which 
party they would choose at the 
next general election. 

The results showed UKIP 
would take 22 per cent of the 
vote, 19 per cent more than the 
2010 election, but ultimately 
Labour would take the seat 
with a four per cent lead. 

The party’s candidate for 
Northampton North, Sally 
Keeble, said: “Polls come and 
go and I will not take any vote 
for granted. I will continue to 
work hard to get people’s vote.” 

Northampton North was 
part of 12 marginal Tory con¬ 
stituencies surveyed in the 
Lord Ashcroft poll. 

For each constituency, re¬ 
sults were weighted to be “rep¬ 
resentative of all adults living 



Sally Keeble and Michael Ellis 


in the constituency”. 

The results were also 
weighted by past votes at gen¬ 
eral elections and ‘stated like¬ 
lihood’ to turn out at the next. 

A proportion of those who 
did not know or refused to 
say how they will vote were 
re-allocated to the party they 
voted for at the 2010 general 
election. 

The results showed that 
the Liberal Democrats would 
lose a 19 per cent share of their 
vote. 

Although UKIP stand to 
make substantial gains, the 
chairman of the Northamp¬ 
ton branch of the party, Robin 



Fruish, believed it could gain 
even more when votes are cast 
in May. 

He said: “I think 22 per cent 
of the vote would be light. I be¬ 
lieve we are going to get a high¬ 
er proportion of the vote. 

“The reason for that is be¬ 
cause people are dismayed 
with both the two major par¬ 
ties. 

“We are offering a totally 
different approach locally and 
nationally. 

Northampton North MP 
Michael Ellis said: “I am con¬ 
tinuing to work hard in North¬ 
ampton North and the only 
poll that matters is on May 7.”

Saints boss Mallinder says forward is in talks with French clubs 


RUGBY 


Saints boss Jim Mallinder has 
confirmed Samu Manoa is 
negotiating with French clubs 
and is likely to leave Saints 
next summer. 

But he says nothing is set in 
stone as yet and has stressed 
rumours surrounding Dylan 
Hartley and George Pisi re¬ 
main speculation. 

Manoa has been heavily 
linked with Toulon in recent 
weeks, with reports in France 
suggesting the America star 
is close to signing a two-year 
deal at the Top 14 champions. 

And Mallinder admits 
Saints can’t afford to compete 
with the cash-rich clubs from 
across the Channel. 

“He’s going to be sought af¬ 
ter, is Samu,” the director of 
rugby told the Chron. “I do 
know the speculation is right, 
there’s massive interest from 
France. 

“There’s a number of clubs 
who are really, really after 
him. I spoke to him and it’s 
more than likely he’s going to 
go to France. 

“We’ve got our salary cap, 
we’d love to keep him, but 
there comes a point where 


you’ve got to say ‘well done, 
thank-you for what you’ve 
done here and let’s make sure 
we have a good season’. 

“He’s got to make his own 
mind up, he’s doing that. 
There are a number of French 
clubs who will be willing to pay 
a lot of money for him.” 

Saints skipper Hartley 
has been linked with a move 
to Montpellier, while Samoa 
centre Pisi is reported to be a 
target for Castres. 

Mallinder accepts that his 
double-winning squad will at¬ 
tract interest, but also feels his 
club are a big pull for players 
as he continues to look at re¬ 
cruitment. 

“It’s all speculation, I 
wouldn’t just say it’s Dylan, 
it’s George,” he said. 

“We’ve got some quality 
players and worldwide people 
want quality players, which 
puts a price on their head, but 
we’re very comfortable where 
we are, we don’t discuss how 
our personal negotiations are 
going. 

“They are ongoing with 
our current squad and also 
with other players from oth¬ 
er clubs. 

“We’re always looking at 
our recruitment and well con¬ 
tinue to do that.”
